The agricultural interests of o»r 
country are of the greatest importance 
and should receive the encouragement 
and protection of our government as well 
as any industry. 
We have obtained the 


greatest part of our prosperity from this 
industry and upon the failure or success 
of the products of the land depend the 
greatness of our nation.

interests have not been carefully looke 
out for and the dilfereut bureaus cou 
uected with this branch of labor ha' 
been the laughing stock of agriculturist 
everywhere.

The crowded condition of cities, ren- 


dering living expensive and labor often 
nard to procure, has i/iven rise to many 
organized charities that are really an or- 
uament to modern, civilization. These are 
no modern invention. 
Ages ago doc- 


trines of kindness to the poor and care 
for the weak were taught by the three 
prevailing religious, and historic accounts 
of persona! aud organized charities are 
not infrequent. 
As the world has grown 


older aud society more stratilied. wealth 
more 
diffused 
and the moral sensi- 


bilities 
more developed, public atten- 


tion has been directed with greater posi- 
tiveuess to the duty of earing for the in- 
digent and unfortunate, and our American 
cities rival the Old World in the liberal 
disposition of means for succoring the de- 
pendent. In Boston there are 177 volun- 
tary associations for charitable purposes 
outside of mutual benefit organizations 
aud churches. 
This gives one institu- 


tion of the kind to every 2000 of the pop- 
ulation. In New York there are 191 of 
these organizations or as one to every

USE OF COAL ASHES. 
- 


It is the common opinion that coal 


ashes are of little or no value. This is an 
error. 
They have, been employed for 


years by my neighbors, who hold them 
in high estimation. Their benefit is of a 
two-fold nature—they favor moisture, and 
improve the texture of the soil. 
They 


serve admirably as a mulch, either on the 
surface or mixed with surface soil, the 
latter being the best. As the supply is 
not sufficient for general farm purposes, 
they are used on gardens, around shrubs 
and trees, nnd particularly for potatoes, 
which largely require moisture. 
Mixed 


with the surface soil, and occasionally 
stirred, they have an excellent effect up- 
on trees and shrubs, keeping up an unin- 
terrupted growth during a drouth, if the 
application is liberal and well worked in. 
" Wneu used in a garden, the earlier 
they are applied the better. The ground 
having been previously worked, spread 
evenly about au inch thick, and mix 
thoroughly with a few inches of soil. 
Where the soil is quite heavy more ashes 
should be used and worked in propor- 
tionally deeper, answering both as mulch 
aud as soil to grow the plant; in the other 
case, where the soil is good, principally 
as a mulch. 
In both cases manure is an 


advantage, either'liqnidorreduced toatine 
state, as coal ashes possess little fertiliz- 
ing material. 
Theeil'ect will not be visible 


before the season is somewhat advanced. 
After that it will show, itb best work 
being hot, dry weather. The effect will 
last several years, depending upon how 
much is used. 
Yearly applications may 


be made with beneiit; and the experience 
here is that if the liberal application is 
made annually, and thoroughly mixed 
with the soil, no immure is required. 
This I know has a douUlful look, but ob- 
servation for years has constrained me to 
accept it, and 1 accordingly procure all 
the coal ashes I convenient by can with 
the same gratifying result.—[Cor- Conn- 
try Gentleman.
